DRAFT CALL RECEIVED HERE 


Men Who Are Engaged in Farming 
to Get Leave to Continue Work 
This Summer. 

The district and local draft boards 
in St.. Louis today received fron 
Provost-Marshal Crowder at Wash- 
ington official copies of the prelimi- 
nary statement on the second draft, 
which was published practically in 
full in the Post-Dispatch March 12. 

The statement says that for the 
purpose of computation the nationa: 
quota for the second draft will be 
assumed as being 800,000 and that 
State quotas will be apportioned: ac- 
cordingly. The plan is to induct men 
in small increments throughout the 
spring and summer as fast as the 
army is able to assimilate them for 
training. There are more men in 
Class 1 than will be needed during 
the year, the statement says. 

A provision of the new plan 
that when Class 1 men actually en 
gaged in planting, cultivating or 
reaping a crop are reached in the or- 
der of liability, their local boards are 
to leave them at home as long as 
they are so engaged. Another provi 
sion is the proposed induction of 
limited number of men who have 
been put tm deferred classes on in- 
dustrial claims. 

The State quotas will be announced 
as soon as Congress passes legisla 
tion changing the basis of comput 
ing the quotas, according to the 
statement. The new basis which Con- 
gress is asked to authorize is the 
number of men in Class 1 in each 
district instead of the population of 
the district.

SHOULD INTERNE GERMANS HERE 


Donald C. Thompson, Kansan Who 
Is Russian Captain, Says Propa- 
ganda Undermines Russia. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 1*..—Don- 
ald C. Thompson, war photographer, 
believes that the United States 
should intern every German in the 
country, or, failing that, each Ger- 
man should be required to wear a 
red stripe upon his sleeve. 

Thompson, who tis a @aptain in 
the Russian army under Gen. 
Korniloff, asserts that the spread of 
propaganda was the initial cause of 
the crumbling of the Russian resist- 
ance, the downfall of Rumania and 
Serbia and opened the plains of Italy 
to the Teutons. He is now visiting 
relatives.

As one of the incidents of the 
Russian betrayal, Thompson said 
that he had seen thousands of shells 
manufactured in Russian factories 
by Russian workmen that would not 
fit Russian guns.

Resolutions aski®® for Government 
intervention in the garment workers’ 
strike were adopted today at a meet- 
ing of strikers at Central Trades and 
Labor Union headquarters, 2228 
Olive street, today. About 600 strik- 
ers were at the meeting. William 
Reith, local president of the gar- 
ment workers’ union, announced that 
8250 garment workers are on strike 
in 13 factories, where 3600 had been 
employed. 

It was directed that copies of the 
resolution be sent to Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson, to the office of the Sec- 
retary of War and to Samuel Gom- 
pers, head of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The resolution is as 
follows: 

‘Whereas, conditions in St. Louis 
garment manufacturing establish- 
ments are deplorable and disgracefu! 
and indicate that firms doing Gov- 
ernment work are making excess 
profits at the expense of their em- 
ployes;

Reith also asserted that strikes had 
been called at the factories of the 
Paul E. Wolff Shirt Co. and the New 
Era Manufacturing Co., bringing out 
150 more workers, after the officials 
had refused to recognize the union.

6000 employes have been enrolled. 

The movement is part of the na- 
tional organization of packing house 
workers, undertaken several months 
ago, following an agreement entered 
into by packers and union officials 
in conference with Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson that employes no longe» 
would be discharged for joining the 
union. At the same time union offi- 
cials signed an agreement that no 
strikes would be called during the 
war, both parties agreeing to arbi- 
trate any differences. 

Jt was also stated by the union 
officials that about 1500 of the 2500 
employes of smaller packing houses 
in St. Louis have been enrolled in 
the union. The purpose of present 
organizations is to be prepared for 
looking after the interests of the 
employes after the war, the official 
said. . 

The: employes of the packing 
houses in East St. Louis are distrib- 
uted as follows: Armour & Co., 2400; 
Swift & Co., 2300; Morris & Co., 
1300. In the total there are about 
800 women and 1500 negroes. Three 
hundred of the women and 500 of 
the negroes are said to have joined 
the union. There are approximately

OPEN DOOR POLICY

Free Seas and Delivery of Raw 
Materials of Economic Peace 
Also Wanted. 


AMSTERDAM, March 19 (By A. 
P.).—In the course of a speech be-. 


fore the Import Trades Association. 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, formerly Secre- 
tary_of the Imperial Treasury, accus- 
ing Great Britain of waging war for 
an economic overthrow of German 
world competition, according to ad- 
vices from Berlin, asserted that 
things had turned out dfferently 
than Great Britain had expected. 

“By means of the U-boat war,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘we laid.the «x to the root of 
Great Britain’s strength with incom-. 
parably greater effectiveness than. 
did Napoleon with his continental in- 
terdiction. But we must not overlook 
how systematically and successfully 
Great Britain has executed her eco- 
nomic program. By breaking all 
laws relative to contraband and 
blockade, she severed our oyersea 
traffic with the outer world. By the 
institution of her black list, by intim- 
idation and violence, by her applica- 
tion of the thumb-screw of hunger, 
she also restricted economic inter- 
course by our neutral neighbors with 
us. 

“By sequestration and forced liquid- 
ation, by &brogation of treaties, rob- 
bery of our patents, destruction of 
our settlements, squanderins of our 
stocks of goods and by every kind of 
chicanery and oppression, Great Brit- 
ain sought everywhere to destroy our 
economic interests. 

“Long Live German Army.”

He made a 
protest as to the increased assess- 
ments on 14 pieces of property in 
which he is interested &s owner or 
agent, and he-safd the Real Estate 
Exchange would oppose any general 
movement to increase assessments 
where no actual increase in value 
was shown. j 
. Might Force Rents Up. 
“Gerhart argued that if the pro- 
posed increases in valuation of the 
pzoperty in question, and other prop- 
erty throughout the city, were made 
rents would be forced up. He said 
that because of the high price of 
cdal, increased cost of labor and the 
mumber of vacancies, the earnings 
of business and apartment buildings 
had already been seriously affected. 

Some of the instances which Ger-

|Film Producer Whom Ousted 


Actor Sues Says Nat Came to 
Work Late With Hangover. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—‘“I won't 
be jostled around by those hams!” 
was the protest of Nat Goodwin, the- 
atrical and motion picture star, to 
Clifford B. Harmon, real estate pro- 
moter and president of the Mirror 
Film Co., in explanation of his re- 
fusal to continue in a scene at the 
company’s studio in Glendale, N. Y. 

On the other hand, according to 
Harmon's testimony yesterday befure 
Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum 
and a jury in the actor's $13, 000 suit 
against the film company, the per- 
former was inclined sometimes to 
“hangovers, vinegar baths and violet 
dabs.”’ 

Goodwin alleges the amount sued 
for is due him m back salary ona 
contract that was to have run froin 
Jan, 1, 1916, until July, 1916, and 
under which he was to have received 
$1250 a week. He was ST 
He testified he was “fired’’ because 
the company had run out of funds. 
James W. Osborne, counsel for the 
Mirror, said he was released because 
of “incompetency.’”’ Goodwin, who 
was accompanied to court by his 
wife, formerly Margaret Moreland, 
appeared bored on the stand as he 
testified that he was tardy only once. 

Says Money Ran Out. 

“And that was because the rotten 
machine they sent me broke down,” 
he explained.

We left Paris on the evening train 
for the Spanish border, newspaper 
men taking flashlights, and “poilus’”’ 
in uniform crowded the station plat- 
form as the train with our still nu- 
merous party pulled out. 

How France has disappointed Ger- 
man expectations! France today is 
not the France that calls out, “We 
are betrayed!”’ and runs away after 
the failure of its first assault. France 
today is a calm France, that seeks 
out its traitors and deliberately pun- 
ishes them; that organizes with an 
efficiency we once thought a Prus- 
sian monopoly; a France that bleeds 
but fights on; a France that, stand- 
ing with its back to its beloved, 
sunny fields, with many of her dear- 
est sons dead, facing the Kaiser 
ecross No Man’s Land, cries boldly, 
bravely to the world, the war cry of 
Verdun, “They shall not pass!” 

But even while war goes on, even 
while the French poflus hold fast 
the long battle line, the French peo- 
ple are beset within by agents of 
the Kaiser. Face to face they are 
with the secret agents, the spies, the 
informers, the buyers of newspapers 
and of public men, the traffickers in 
honor who, behind French citizen- 
ship or neutral passports, seek to di- 
vide France, to make the soldier at 
the front feel that he is betrayed by 
traitors at home, to render the 
French distrustful and suspicious of 
each other and thus to strike as mor. 
tal a blow at the French defense as 
was attempted at Verdun.

Never mind what the Life Exten- 
sion Institute tells you about the hy- 
gienic crime of being fat. Never 
mind your wife’s petulant comments 
on your expanding equatorial dimen- 
sion. Never. mind your tailor’s 
friendly tip that you’d better join a 
golf club. If you’ will read Dr. 
Blackford’s extraordinarily interest- 
ing chapter on “The Fat Man” in 
the new book written by her and 
Arthur Newcomb, “Analyzing Char- 
acter, the New Science of Judging 
Men,” you will become convinced 
that it is the fat who inherit the 
earth. z 

(If you are slender you can, of 
course, console yourself with Dr. 
Blackford’s admission that so were 
Shakspeare and most inventors, 
scientists, aviators and men of intel- 
lect. But she insists that the beer 
and skittles, the cakes and ale of life 
go to the plump.) 

The explanation is simple. We get 
what we want most. The man of in- 
tellect is chiefly interested in the ex- 
ercise of his brains, the man of 
brawn in the exercise of his muscle. 
The fat man uses both of these gen- 
tlemen to procure the goods which 
most appeal to him-—comfort and 
luxury. 

“The fat man was born to rule,” 
writes Dr. Blackford. “He enjoys 
the good things of life. He is fond 
of luxuries. He likes to wear good 
clothing. He likes soft, upholstered 
chairs, comfortable beds, a good shel- 
ter. 

“He is too heavy for physical ac- 
tivity. His feet are too small for the 
weight of his body. He does not care 
for strenuous physical exercise. It 
is not his idea of a good time to fol- 
low a golf ball all over a 20-acre 
field. He does it only because he

OR Dr. Blackford is not blind to 
F the fat man’s inescapable 
handicap, his secret, not-to-be- 
avoided woe.

I myself 
always have felt certain that—-in the 
sentimental sense of the phrase— 
nobody loves a fat man, though his 
heart, like that of the equally dis- 
qualified Cyrano de Bergerac, m&y be 
throbbing with poetic passion.

rectly to impede the flow of blood 
from the brain to the skin and other 
peripheral structures, which seems 
to play an important role in induac- 
ing sleep. And the brain tends to 
remain overcharged with blood even 
after the effect of the coffee on the 
blood pressure has subsided.

On the night of April 17, it is al- 
leged, McMahan went to see Lang 
and after talking to him about the 
case and stating that his sister, wife 
of Bersch’s son, was greatly worried 
about the outcome, let Lang have 
$50. Lang next day turned the mon- 
ey over to the trial Judge and gave 
his version of the occurrence. The 
arson case was then continued. 

Lang and McMahan were old ac- 
quaintances, having worked together 
as electricians. When McMahan at- 
tended the trial for the first time 
April 17 he recognized Lang as a 
member of the jury. Lang testified 
yesterday that after talking to him 
about the case and expressing the 
‘opinion that the defendants were be- 
ing “railroaded” to prison, McMahan 
suggested that one juror could pre- 
vent conviction and offered him $50. 
Lang said he at first refused to take 
‘the money, but that when McMahan 
continued to force it upon him he ac- 
cepted it with the intention of turn- 
ing it over to the Court next day. 

McMahan admitted letting Lang 
have the money, but he said he did 
so only after Lang had asked if any 
of Bersch’s relatives had any money 
and had stated that he would like to 
have $100. McMahan testified he of- 
fered Lang $50 with the understand- 
ing that it was to be a loan. The 
jury was out 15 minutes.
